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EDITORIAL 


Today fire will strike 800 American homes. Hundreds will be 
badly damaged, many totally destroyed. An untold number of 
persons will die. suffer painful burns, or be maimed for life. 

You could be one of fire's victims. 

Statistics of the National Board of Fire Underwriters show that 
in the five year period 1948 through 1952 an average of 284,000 
homes were struck by fire every year, that there were 10 per cent 
more dwelling fires in 1952 than in 1948—274,000 in 1948, 300,000 
in 1952 and that the resulting property loss from all the million- 
more fires in the United States in that same five year period 
increased over 14 p>er cent from $715,074,000 in 1948 to $815 
134,000 in 1952. In 1953 fire losses amounted to $864,763,000. The 
number of dwelling fires in 1953 totalled 294,737. 

The death toll for that five-year period is estimated at 55,000— 
an average of 11,000 a year! 

Most fires in the home are caused by carelessness by such 
thoughtless acts as tossing away a lighted match, cigarette or cigar, 
allowing rubbish to accumulate, overloading electric wiring, leaving 
children at home alone. 

The combination of matches and smoking, and misuse of elec¬ 
tricity account for close to 50 per cent of aU fires of known origin. 
Their real and potential danger cannot be emphasized often enough. 

In the home, for instance, the smoldering cigarette that is dumped 
into an open trash-can. or that drops between a chair’s upholstery, 
or into the bed while you doze, can easily set the fire that will destroy 
your home and possibly take your life. Therefore, take these simple 
precautions: 

1. Keep ash-trays handy and use them. Make this a habit. 

2. Snuff out your cigarette or cigar in an ash-tray. 

3. Never toss a lighted match away. After using one, hold it a 
second, then put it in an ash tray. Don’t toss it into a weistebasket. 
Matches that seem out sometimes aren’t. 

4. When emptying ash trays, make sure every cigarette is out. 

5. Never strike matches or carry lighted matches or candles in 
closets, attics, or other confined places where clothing or combustible 
materials are kept.

President Julian K. Sprague has been 
named Chairman of a vital advisory 
group which will coordinate research 
and development of electronic parts for 
the U.S. Department of Defense. 

Announcement of Mr. Sprague’s 
appointment as head of the group was 
made recently in Washington by Don¬ 
ald A. Quarles, Assistant Secretary of 
Defense for Research and Develop¬ 
ment . 

The advisory group. Mr. Quarles 
said, is being organized on a permanent 
basis, with a full-time secretariat. It 
will perform many of the functions of 
the Panel on Components of the former 
Research and Development Board of 
the Defense Department. 

Mission of the group will be to 
achieve a sound, integrated research 
I and development program in the fields 
J of electronic parts and materials. These 
fields, it was pointed out, are the basic 
building blocks for the highly compli¬ 
cated electronic equipment upon which 
I so much of our national defense de¬ 
pends on land, in the air and under the 
! sea. 

The advisory group will continuously 
survey research and development ac¬ 
tivities in the fields of electronic parts 
and materials, both in commercial 
laboratories and in laboratories of the 
Department of Defense. 

It will act as a clearing house for 
I collating and distributing pertinent 
commercial and military data on a 
need-to-know basis. It will also consider 
measures to improve the reliability of 
electronic parts and materials used in 
the expanding field of military elec-^ 
tronics. 

Responsibilities of the group include 
the setting of major goals for research 
and development programs and com¬ 
ponents and a continuing review of 
current and propiosed projects to insure 
adequate and proper balance among 
various technical areas. 

7 he group will also promote effective 
interchange of information among all 
interested parties and will coordinate 
development work of various groups 
active in the component field, both in 
government and in private industry. 

The advisory group will also serve as 
advisor to the Assistant Secretary of 
Defense fer Research and Development 
concerning funds and facilities needed 
to carry on development work on 
electronic parts and materials. 

Mr. Sprague, who heis been President 
of the Company since early 1953, has 
served cn a number of committees for 
the War Production Board. At present 
he is a member of the technical ad¬ 
visory panel on electronics of the De¬ 
fense Department.

The most famous lady in all the 
world—Miss Liberty in New York 
Harbcr—is 68 years old this October, 
and in excellent health and spirits. 
President Grover Cleveland dedicated 
the statue October 28. 1686. 

It was the inspiration of the Alsatian 
sculptor Bartholdi who. after visiting 
the United States in 1871, returned to 
France to begin work on its design. 
His mother served as model; contribu¬ 
tions amounting to $250,000 in small 
sums came from French men. women 
and children. The statue was shipped 
to New York in sections and reassem¬ 
bled. 

It is 305 feet from the base of the 
statue to the torch Liberty holds 
aloft, and she herself is HI feet tall 
from toe to crown, weighing 450.000 
pounds.
